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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments [pages 7-13] filed bill 105, with respect to claims 43-61 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 43-61 has been 
withdrawn as follows. 

Priority 

2. Previous objection as to the status of the parent application has been withdrawn. 

Specification 

3. The objection to the specification as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

4. The objection with regards to the numbering of claims not In accordance with 
37 CFR 1.126 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 43-61 are persuasive and therefore 
the rejections of claims 43-61 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement has been withdrawn.

6. Claims 54 and 56-58 are amended to overcome the rejection of claims 54 and 
56-58 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, and therefore have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 43-61 are allowed. The claims are renumbered. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art, Skeie, teach of a communication method for SAW 
transponders having amplitude and phase-modifying surface pads but does not disclose 
a communication method comprising; providing a representation of an information 
pattern having a plurality of degrees of freedom imposed as a set of time domain 
parameters on a signal having at least as many excitation conditions as degrees of 
freedom of the information pattern, to produce an information communication signal; 
transmitting, receiving, and demodulating the received information communication 
signal to determine the set of time domain parameters from a set of respective 
baseband phase-amplitude responses, recited in independent daim 1. Independent 
claim 61 recites a communication system for practicing the method of claim 1 and 
therefore allowable for the same reasons. 
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Any comnients considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
